This was an increase of 208,183 
barrels over 1950, when the greatest 
previous yearly production was re- 
corded. In 1949 the province pro- 
duced 782,188 barrels. 

Most of the 1951 output came from 
the Lloydminster and Lone Rock 
fields which produce a heavy asphal- 
tic type of oil, Other sources which 
contributed to last year's total were 
| the Dina, Maidstone and Coleville 
| fields, 

At the end of the year there were 
101 producing wells in the faskat- 
chewan side of the Lloydminster 
| field, 77 at Lone Rock, seven at Dina, 
| six at Coleville and three at Maid- 
| stone.

Setting Up A Hockey Forward Line 


The players on a line should be 
mentally and physically compatible. 
In other words, the coach should 
study the players carefully both in 
regard to their attitude and physical 
qualifications and try to form his 
groups so that the same types are 
playing together. If this is not done, 
you will often find a defence-minded 
team mates which will very likely 
interfere with the cohesion and co- 
ordination of the line. 

There seems to be no reason why 
three players who are compatible 
should not be placed on one line re- 
gardless of whether or not they all | 
shoot from the same side. It has} 
been proved that a right-handed | 
player, for example, loses nothing of | 
his effectiveness when playing on 
left wing. | 

If a coach wants a certain line or | 
group to be an offensive threat, he 
must think offensively when making 
up a line. It is very difficult to get 
an effective offensive unit from a} 
group of three players who think | 
differently. ‘ | 

The habit of placing one defensive | 
man on a line with two strong of- | 
fensive players in order to keep the} 
checking emphasis in line may pre-| 
vent scores by the opposition, but | 
at the same time it frequently weak- | 
ens the offensive strength of the 
same line. | 

Gt seems by far the best thing to 
put your offensive forwards together | 
no matter how weak their checking | 
and the same thing holds true with 
your defensive men no matter how 
weak their offensive skill. Then, try 
to impreve either the defensive or 
the offensive play of the group con- 
cerned until this phase of their game | 
is strong enough to make the line 
effective. After all, an offensive unit 
can't forget about defense altogether. 

Actually the problem gets back to 
the basic point, do you spoil. the of- 
fensive strength by bringing into 
consideration the defensive picture 
at the same time? The answer 
seems to be that the players must 
be taught a clear-cut definition of 
when the offensive obligation shifts 
to a defensive one, 

To make an offensive work to peak 
efficiency, the players must be able 
to concentrate on it without a haunt- 
ing feeling that they are neglecting 
their defensive play. Long hours of 
defensive instruction may ruin the 
effectiveness of the offensive pattern 
which a forward line may have devel- 
oped. In any game, the offence that 
works best is the one that is organ- 


ized and carried out with fire and 
abandon. And don’t forget that the 
opposing team can’t score goals if 


your team has possession of the puck. 

Probably the best example of the 
ideal line set-up is the Lindray, 
Abel, Howe combination of the De-| 
troit Red Wings of the N.H.L. They | 
are all offense minded, can check, 
set up plays, and score goals with | 
the best in the league, yet each one} 
has an outstanding ability of his own 
which balances their offensive and] 
defensive power. Although each man 
on this line is a good checker, par-| 
ticularly Lindsay, they do most of | 
their checking in the opposing team’s | 
end of the rink. In other words they 
forecheck, really hemming the op- 
posing team in their own end, Then| 
too, they’re “puck hawks”, pouncing

GARDEN NOTES 


For Best Results 


Early With Grass 


Grass Seed can hardly be sown too 
early in the spring. In fact some 
people sow it last thing just before 
the snow in the fall. In any case it 
should be planted while the weather 
is still cool. 

High quality grass seed mixtures 
as put up by reputable Canadian 
seed houses are much the bést. These 
may cost more than the other kinds 
because they are the only ones that 
contain the right proportions of va- 
rious expensive grasses for perma- 
nent results, 


It is much easier to get the ground 
fine and level in new lawns and in 
repairing old ones before the seed is 
sown. Seed should be broadcast two 
ways, once across and once length- 
wise, for even results, and of course, 
when there is little or no wind. For 
the first cutting a very sharp mower 
is advised, otherwise the tender grass 


may be pulled right out by the roots., 


Grass like other plants will benefit 
from good rich soil and an annual 
application of well rotted manure or 
a chemical fertilizer rich in nitro- 
gen. An occasional application of 
one meal will add to depth of color. 
Well fed grass will crowd out a lot 


of weeds. Most of the others can be 
eliminated by the new chemical 
killers. 


Sweet Peas 


This is another thing to go in 
early. One should follow planting di- 
rections closely; that is, sow in the 
richest possible soil and in a shallow 
trench. 

Later on something to climb on 
must be provided, . Best materials 
are.some branches, strings or net- 
ting. Normally sweet peas will grow
